ONE APPLICATION was sub- 
mitted by Lloyd Michael for a 
zone change from R-1 to R«3 
and Cel for property located on 
the northwest corner of Base- 
line and Carnelian in the Alta 
Loma area, 

The other was submitted by 
Kosmosky and Raymond seek- 
ing a change from R-1 to Ce2 
for property located on the 
southwest corner of Archibald 
Avenue and Base Line in the 
Cucamonga area, 

The matter was postponed 
yesterday because the hearing 
was incorrectly advertised in 
the newspapers, and therefore 
the hearing set for 2:30 pum.

ACCORDING TO PLANNING 
DIRECTOR Neil B, Pfulb the 
amendment is designed to make 
the ordinance more flexible, in 
that the conditional use permits 
could be granted instead of 
zone changes, which would be 
permanent.

(Editor’s note—We are always 


amused when our critics fall into the 
trap of committing the same faults 
they are berating us for, in this case 
“incomplete and badly slanted re- 
marks.” One of these is a reference to 
embarrassing “cur” candidate, sug- 
gesting we were motivated by politics, 
which is incorrect. Another is the ap- 
pearance of whole hearted support by 
the Chine school beard—it was, as 
long as the school district didn’t have 
to commit any money. What was there 
to lose? We're sure the city council 
would be favorable (4 to 1) if no 
money were involved. 

(Purthermore, we don’t recal] men- 
tioning “turning right around” and 
spending a half million dollars for 
any library, music center and qaudi- 
torlum. We merely pointed out that 
“the time will come” when Chino 
should have its own—perhaps when 
we have 40,000 population or more. 

(The Cultural center's plans call 
for “ultimately” a museum, an art 
gallery, an amphitheater or theater, 
and a multipurpose recreation room. 
Now we're talking a lot more than 
even a half million dollars. 

(But the fact is that the city’s 
contribution is being sought in order 
to move an old church to the site 
with the dual purpose of Preserving 
some valued murals, and bringing it 
up to “code.” Also, financing a meet- 
ing place for cultural and civic or- 
ganizations which are currently 
“cramped” or “homeless.” We hold 
that most of these organizations would 
be from the Upland area and this 
would be of little benefit to Chino. 

(Far be it from us to kmock an 
earnest attempt by a fine group of 
citizens to create a cultural center. 
We just feel that this particular one 
is something that the city of Chino 
has no business spending tax money 
on.

Work With Vietnam Fighting Men 
Steps Up Demand For RC Services 


The conflict in Viet Nam, and 
major disasters at home have 
imposed a serious drain on the 
financial resources of the 
American National Red Cross. 
Because of the critical financial 
situation, individual Red Cross 
Chapters have been assigned 
special quotas to raise a mini- 
mum of $9,000,000. The Upland 
Chapter’s quota in helping to 
finance the increasing respone 
sibilities to the armed forces 
in Viet Nam and to meet disas- 
ter requirements is $1,297.
